The committee issued the following 
addreas : 


IQ response to iuquiries, the nation- 
al democratic committee make the 
following statement in reference to 
the BO called Morey letter;

Neither the committee nor 
any sub-committee thereof has ever 
taken any action in reference to the 
letter. 


Second. 
That it was first called to 
the attention of the chairman of the 
committee on the night before its 
puhMcatioa in the Truth, on the 20th 
of Oi^brxber. 


Tiuii. ' That the chairman there- 
upou requested Mr. Smailey, a mem- 
ber of the committee, to examine the 
letter, but permission to do so was re- 
fu^eJ at the office of the Truth. 


Fourth. 
That no member of the 
committee ever saw the letter, or any 
copy or portion thereof, until after its 
publication, or was in any wise con- 
cerned thprein, or gave any advice in 
xeference thereto. 


Jt'ittu. Tnat Hart, publisher of the 
Truth, brougnt thè. original letter to 
headqùàrtervNo. 138 Fifth Avenue, 
on the aiceriiOOQ of the 20th of Octo- 
ber, where it Wi»8 seen for the first 
time by any meniber of the commit- 
tee, and then was examined by gev- 
eral members of the committee and 
other persons not members. All those 
who wera familiar, with the ..hand- 
w r i t i n g of General Girfield came to 
the conclusion that the letter was 
g-^'nuine. 


Sixth. 
Tiie committee decided to 
purchase a reasonable number 
of 
electrotype plarea of the fac simile 
which hadalre.idy been prepared by 
the Truth. 


Seventh. 
That no denial having 
come from General Gaçfi^ld of the 
authenticity of the letur, notwith- 
standing the telegrap^iic demand of 
the New York Herald, and a very 
sharp leader in that paper, the com- 
mittee decided to give out the electro 
type plates which was accordingly 
done.

That the first' complete 
denial was not published until four 
days after the original publication in 
the Truth; and

field's connection with other scandals, 
attached no weight. 


N i n t ^ Thafc,,therefore when „«•i- 
dence

was a re|l peri^ ahd not a myth,..the 
committee caHlâ^'fOr its production, 
as they were bound to do, in order to 
arrive at the truth. 


Tenth. That if the letter has been 
forged or any fraud committed in ref- 
erence thereto, or any false evidencsè 
been given, it has been do^withottt 
the knowledge or consent or privy of 
the 
committee 
or 
any 
member 
thereof. 


Finally, the committee approve of 
all honest measures to punish any 
persons who have committed any vio- 
lation of law, and have no interest in 
this matter to arrive at the very truth 
of the affair; that thei©should be^a 
doubt aa to the authenticity ;of the 
letter U largely due to the failure of 
the prosecution to put General Oar- 
field on irie stand.

Mr. John Evans, head clerk in

NEW YORK, NOV. 13.—Judge Davis 
this mDrning rendered an elaborate 
decision in the case of Kenward Philp 
charged with criminal libel upon Gen. 
Garfield. 
The accused, his honor 
iayg, is charge with two offences: 
First, that he wrote thé alleged Morey 
letter, counterfeiting the signature of 
Gen. Garfield thereto, and second, 
that after Gen. Garfield made a pub- 
lic denial of having written the letter 
the accused wrote the editorial "Ly- 
ing and sticking to' it" and asserted 
that Gen. Garfield was a liar in deny- 
ing the authorship of it. 
It is appar- 
ent, his honor s.siys, that no such per- 
son as Henry L. Morey exists at 
Lynn, Mass. The letter, he also holds, 
is unquestionably a forgery, and not 
in the handwriting of Gen. Garfield. 
The question of guilt or innocence of 
Philp must be left to the jury to 
determine. 
The defendant is held to 
answer to the charge of criminal libel 
and must be committed or give bai'. 
Judge Davis dvfella on the question 
of the genuineness of Morey as of 
great importance in considering tiie 
case. 
He decided that the accused 
should be held to answer unie»« HP» 
could show that General Garfield 
wrote the letter, and in fact was held 
to be a liar when he denied having 
written it, but the evidence showed 
the letter to be a forgery and the 
non existence of such a person as 
Henry L. Morey. 
The Judge con- 
tinues: 
"Mr. Hewitt's connection 
with this letter and transactions that 
have grown out of it are, to say the 
least, 
of 
a 
most 
extraordinary 
charicter. 
Accordiag 
to 
the 
testimony 
cf 
Mr. 
Hart, 
he received the letter in a very singu- 
lar manner. When it reached himihis 
suspicions were aroused. 
He saw its 
mportance, if genuine, as a weapon 
of deadly power in the hands of Gar- 
field's political foes. 
He was not 
satisfied to publish upon the exami- 
nation which he and his editorial 
staff cbuld make and he therefore took 
the letter and the envelope to the 
democratic national committee for 
inspection. He there paw Mr. Hewitt, 
Mr. Barnum, Mr. Randall and several 
others. 
Mr. Hart showed them the 
papers and said in substance that he 
did not want to publish the letter 
if it was a forgery 
but if gen- 
uine 
he 
did 
and 
wanted 
no 
other paper to get ahead of him 
in its publication. 
He saya it was 
examined by all the persons named, 
but, Mr. Hewitt'gave it the closest 
and most careful examination and 
spent fully half an hour in its exam 
ination, and then pronounced the let- 
ter both body and signature to be in 
the handwriting of General Garfield. 
Photos were then taken for the use 
of the national committee, and Mr. 
Hart returned with the letter to his 
office, but hia mind was not fully sat 
isfied, and so, late in the evening be 
sought and found Mr. Hewitt again 
and was again assured that Mr. Hew- 
itt ha i examined a large number of 
General Garfield's letters and that 
the Morey letter was g-nui ne and 
this was clinched by impre-ssing Mr. 
Hart's mind with the idea that he 
would have made it out a forgery 
if he could. 
It is not very surprising 
that Mr. Hart, with the usual anxiety 
of newspaper publishers should want 
to be ahead of their neighbors, pub- 
lished the letter without further in- 
quiry; 
but it i« astounding that a 
man of known sagacity, cf great ex- 
« 
rience in business and in public 


airs, and who is supposed to have 
decent respect for truth and justice, 
and who speaks as an expert in writ- 
ing, with all the suspicious circum- 
stances that attended the reception of 
the letter, with the envelope and its 
erasures before him, with the city 
post office and station stamp on iis 
back, with the letter marked ' per- 
sonal and confideutial," addressed to 
the same person, whom he certainly 
did not know ; with the letter before 
him, the contents 6f which, if true, 
would 
be greatly 
injurious, 
and 
if 
false 
would 
do 
away 
to hit intimate friends as \ikse and 
wicked as an assassin's stab, should 
have thougl|t it just to press and 
cause its pub,libation, without at first 
removing all doubt as to its charac- 
ter. 
However much an equitable 
division may have jÉ0ir others, upon 
Mr. Hewitt must rest a larger share 
q| cespoosibUij^.ol first publication of 
iÀâi^^li»â«iful forgery, and 
bis lut^iàéttt relation to the forgery 
do not lift a lingle^^l^ow ixom his 


conduct. 
He was a member of the 
national committee. 
He doubtless 
knew the extent and purposes for 
which it was taken and used by that 
committee, and that went forth to 
^ e country with the sanction of his 
endorsement. 
He 
knew beyond 
question 
that 
it 
would 
m^et 
speedBy 
with an indignant denial 
of General Garfield who denouncec 
the letter as a base and stupid for- 
gery and its sentiments pu brutal. The 
judge also says my mind has reached 
a clear conviction that the so-called 
Morey letter in body, signature and 
all its parts, is not in the handwriting 
of (General Garfield, but is altogether 
a forgery perpetrated by some persons 
or bc^y of persons for the purpose of 
deceiving the people and defraudine: 
them and General Garfield of their 
votes. 
The evidence upon Philp' 
guilt or innocence of forgery is vol 
uminous and would demand a careful 
analysis. 
Taken in connection with 
the other evidence in the 
case it 
tends to 
establish 
a 
conspiracy 
to accomplish a national crime. 
The 
conspiracy points to men in other 
quarters and of far higher positions 
of whom he may have been an ac- 
complice or only a dupe and tool. 
It 
is better, therefore, that the question 
ot actual guilt of perjury be left to 
the consideration of the jury, before 
whom additional and perhaps more 
decisive evidence may te brougt.

Mr. Emerson, a gentleman living near 
by, found Favors and, aided by help 
summoned, took him from the trench 
to a house where a physician admin- 
istered to him. 
Favors was in a crit- 
ical condition and for some time lay 
like a dying man. 
When he began 
to recuperate be talked incoherently, 
constantly, and it was an hour before 
he had sufficiently recovered to be 
exercised. 
He has almost entiiely 
recovered at this'writing. The escape 
was very narrow. 
Had he lain in the

to pack our wardrobe,, metaphorically 
speaking, in a handkerchief, bid good 
bye to the haunts of civilization and 
betake ourselves off for an 
extended 
ramble amid the romance and beauty 
of the hills. 
And right there CAme in 
the conundrum. 
Where shall we go? 
To know how to travel is a matter of 
great importance to the tourist. Many 
persons pass unheeding by the pictur- 
esque beauties of a pleasant route, ex- 
pecting to find awaitiag them at the 
end of their journey, thd combined 
pleasures which others have described. 
We knew this, anl determined 
to 
note each and every object that might 
attract our attention, or excite our 
curiosity. 
I had lived for soma years 
in New Eogland, and wandered over 
the greater part of

known as western Massachusetts, aud 
naturally was imbued with a desire 
to again visit the scenes that the p^ns 
of so many gifted authors have made 
famou.<«.

After due preparation and with 
bright hopes and fair prospects, we 
left our little city one bright morning 
in August and could fairly say that 
we were enrouie for our land of prom- 
ise.

^-tatute of a union soldier "on guard" 
at the first point of approach, delight- 
lul avenues invited us intomodt pic- 
turesqe regions.

elms, lindens and maples, we could
